Mr.  Chairman,  Radies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1952. 

The  health  of  the  community  was  good.  There  was  a fall  in 
the  birth  rate  from  11.1  to  10.3  per  1 ,000  of  population.  The  death 
rate  fell  from  9.2  to  8.7  per  1,000  of  population.  The  infantile 
mortality  rate  was  low  at  14.41  per  1,000  live  births.  There  was 
no  maternal  death. 

The  general  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  low  except 
for  a high  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  last  quarter  of 
the  year.  Three  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  and  there  was 
one  death.  There  was  no  case  of  Diphtheria. 

The  Council’s  housing  programme  continued  to  make  very  good 
progress.  During  the  year  244  houses  were  built  and  occupied 
and  140  were  in  course  of  construction.  Since  the  end  of  the  war 
737  permanent  houses  and  299  temporary  houses,  a total  of  1,036 
new  dwellings  have  been  completed. 

The  work  of  the  sanitary  supervision  of  the  district  and  of 
the  protection  of  food  has  been  carried  out  efficiently  under  the 
direction  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  J.  W.  Gale),  who 
has  also  given  freely  of  his  time  and  energy  in  the  furtherance  of 
projects  beneficial  to  Public  Health. 

The  completion  of  a part  of  the  Chipstead  and  Kingswood 
sewerage  scheme  which  provided  for  the  connection  of  over  400 
houses  to  the  sewer  has  given  much  satisfaction  and  has  encouraged 
the  hope  that  permission  to  proceed  with  further  instalments  of 
this  important  scheme  for  the  progressive  reduction  of  cesspools 
will  be  forthcoming. 

The  provision  of  an  authorised  caravan  site  at  Holly  Lodge, 
Lower  Kingswood,  with  the  concentration  there  of  caravans  from 
unauthorised  sites  in  the  district  is  a progressive  step  towards 
sanitary  control  and  the  preservation  of  amenity. 

The  problem  of  providing  a weekly  collection  of  house  refuse 
has  been  met  by  establishing  a properly  controlled  refuse  tip  at 
bower  Kingswood. 

The  water  supply  maintained  a high  standard  of  chemical  and 
bacteriological  purity.  Effective  control  by  chlorination  and  daily 
sampling  has  been  continued. 

I thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  advice 
during  the  year  and  I am  grateful  to  the  officers  of  the  Council 
for  their  co-operation.

Personal  Health  Services 

These  services  include  the  care  of  mothers  and  young  children, 
midwifery,  home  nursing,  and  the  care  and  after  care  of  persons 
suffering  from  illness.  They  are  administered  by  the  Surrey  County 

Council. 

Hospital  Facilities 

There  are  no  general  hospital  facilities  within  the  district. 
The  chief  hospitals  serving  the  district  are  the  Redhill  County 
Hospital  ; East  Surrey  Hospital,  Redhill ; Epsom  District  Hos- 
pital ; Sutton  and  Cheam  Hospital ; and  St.  Helier  Hospital, 
Carshalton. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Epsom  and  the  laboratory 
at  Sutton  and  Cheam  Hospital,  were  used  for  bacteriological  and 
pathological  examination  of  specimens  and  samples. 

For  chemical  analyses  the  services  of  the  Public  Analyst  were 
employed,  and  for  biological  examination  of  milk  samples  the 
Clinical  Research  Association,  Ltd.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supply 

Water  for  domestic  purposes  is  supplied  to  the  district  fro:; 
the  deep  wells  of  the  Sutton  District  Water  Company  (Bans tea* 
Kingswood  and  Woodmansterne),  and  of  the  East  Surrey  Wat| 
Company  ( Chips tead  and  Walton-on-the-Hill). 

Chlorination  is  applied  to  all  sources  of  supply  and  the  wat: 
is  softened  to  9 degrees  or  less  of  hardness. 

Both  Companies  submit  samples  of  water  for  examinatk 
by  their  Consultant  Analysts  at  monthly  intervals  and  also  opera 
their  own  laboratories.  Samples  of  the  raw  and  treated  wate| 
are  examined  daily  by  their  Chemists. 

Routine  sampling  is  carried  out  monthly  by  the  Distri' 
Councils  in  the  area  of  supply  of  the  two  Water  Companies.

The  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  through<  t 
the  year  under  review.  The  waters  are  not  liable  to  have  plum  ■ 
solvent  action. 
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With  the  exception  of  seven  dwellings,  all  houses  in  the  Urban 
District  are  provided  with  a piped  water  supply  directly  into 
the  houses.  All  the  seven  exceptions  are  isolated  houses  and  not 
reasonably  accessible  for  service  by  piped  supply.  In  each  case 
I water  for  domestic  purposes  is  obtained  by  cartage  from  the 
| nearest  available  piped  supply.  The  occupiers  are  advised  to 
I boil  all  water  for  use  for  drinking  purposes.  Five  of  the  houses 
I are  situated  at  Walton-on-the-Hill,  and  two  at  Tower  Kingswood. 

In  two  instances  the  water  supply  to  two  houses  was  cut  off 
I by  the  owners  on  expiration  of  Notice  of  Eviction  to  the  tenants. 
The  supplies  were  restored  following  informal  action. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  majority  of  the  houses  in  Banstead,  Walton-on-the-Hill, 
Woodmansterne  and  Tower  Kingswood  are  served  by  public 
sewers,  as  are  also  a number  of  houses  in  Chipstead  and  a few  in 
the  remainder  of  Kingswood. 

The  Banstead  and  Walton-on-the-Hill  sewers  discharge  to  the 
sewage  disposal  works  at  Cheam  (in  the  Borough  of  Sutton  and 
Cheam)  by  means  of  two  pumping  stations  (Tadworth  and  Walton- 
1 on-the-Hill) , and  by  gravitation.  The  remainder  of  the  sewers 
•I  discharge  by  gravitation  via  the  sewers  of  Coulsdon  and  Purley 
M U.D.C.  to  the  sewage  disposal  works  of  the  County  Borough  of 
Croydon. 

The  extension  of  the  sewer  to  Tower  Kingswood,  the  first  part 
. 1 of  the  Chipstead  and  Kingswood  Sewerage  Scheme,  was  completed 
‘ during  the  year  and  at  December  31st  the  drainage  of  295  houses 
, had  been  connected. 

Smaller  sewer  extensions  at  Chipstead  were  also  completed  and 
14  houses  had  been  connected  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A scheme  is  in  operation  whereby  the  Council  executes  the 
work  of  connection  to  sewers  on  behalf  of  the  owners  of  premises  who 
: repay  the  cost  to  the  Council  over  a period  of  six  years. 

The  total  length  of  new  sewers  is  7 miles. 

Where  sewers  are  not  available  drainage  is  by  means  of  cess- 
pools and  a small  number  of  premises  are  served  by  septic  tank 
installations.  The  approximate  number  of  cesspools  in  the  district 
is  1,100,  of  which  about  900  are  in  Chipstead  and  Kingswood. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

There  are  no  rivers  or  streams  within  the  Urban  District. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Cesspool  Emptying 

Where  there  is  not  a public  sewer  available,  cesspools  are 
iemptied  by  the  Council  free  of  charge  on  a basis  of  monthly 

emptying. 
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The  sewage  removed  from  cesspools  is  emptied  into  the  public 
sewer  at  two  specially  constructed  discharging  points,  one  in 
Waterhouse  bane,  Burgh  Heath  and  the  other  at  How  Lane, 
Chipstead.  Six  cesspool  emptiers  were  in  operation. 

Ceoset  Accommodation 

Water  closets  are  the  general  rule,  but  there  are.  a number  of 
pail  and  tub  closets.  Of  the  latter,  49  in  the  Parish  of  Kingswood, 
4 in  the  Parish  of  Banstead,  46  in  the  Parish  of  Chipstead,  2 in  the 
Parish  of  Woodmansterne,  and  2 in  the  Parish  of  Walton-on- the- 
Hill,  are  emptied  free  of  charge  by  the  Council,  on  a weekly  basis, 
and  in  some  instances,  twice  weekly. 

Refuse  Coeeection  and  Disposae 

Disposal  of  house  refuse  at  the  destructor  of  the  Corporation 
of  Reigate  continued  until  September  30th,  1952.  As  from  October 
1st,  disposal  was  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  Rookery  Farm, 
Lower  Kingswood,  tipping  being  carried  out  in  accordance  with 
the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  the  tip  was  being  operated  very  successfully. 

Until  the  1st  October,  1952,  house  refuse  was  collected  fort- 
nightly, but  following  the  cessation  of  the  disposal  arrangements  at 
Reigate,  it  was  possible  to  reorganise  the  system  of  collection  to 
attain  a weekly  collection  service.  Special  arrangements  are  made 
for  Banstead  Hospital,  and  provide  for  a daily  collection  of  refuse 
(excluding  Sundays). 

A scheme  is  available  to  traders  whereby  trade  refuse  can  be 
collected  at  a charge  of  6d.  per  bin  for  dry  refuse  and  2/-  per  bin 
for  wet  refuse.

One  Certificate  of  Exemption  in  regard  to  the  provision  of 
sanitary  conveniences  was  issued  during  the  year  in  respect  of  a 
lock-up  shop. 

Swimming  Poods 

There  are  two  privately  owned  open-air  swimming  pools  at 
Burgh  Heath,  which  are  available  for  use  by  the  public  during  the 
summer  months.  There  is  mechanical  filtration  and  chlorination 
of  the  water  at  both  these  swimming  pools. 

Two  samples  of  the  pool  waters  were  taken  during  1952,  and  : 
the  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  gave  satisfactory  j 
results. 

One  sample  was  taken  from  a private  open-air  swimming  pool  < 
at  office  premises  and  found  to  be  satisfactory  both  chemically  £ 
and  bacteriologically. 

Two  samples  taken  from  an  indoor  swimming  pool  at  a local  , 
institution  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  chemically  and  bacterio-  t 
logically.  Advice  was  given  on  changing  of  the  water  and  regular  : 
chlorination.  Two  further  samples  gave  satisfactory  bacteriological  < 
results. 

Action  was  necessary  to  arrange  for  the  disconnection  of  the  i 
draining-off  pipe  of  an  open-air  swimming  pool  from  the  soil  j 
drainage  system  of  private  premises,  following  upon  a blockage  I 
in  the  system  causing  sewage  to  flow  back  into  the  swimming  pool.  4 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs 

The  following  infestation  was  dealt  with  during  the  year  : — 
Council  houses,  1 — Minor  infestation. 

This  infestation  involved  5 rooms.  Disinfestation  was  by 
liquid  insecticide  spray. 

An  infestation  of  avian  type  of  bugs  was  dealt  with  at  a local 
convalescent  home.  The  bugs  in  fairly  large  numbers  entered  the 
building  from  birds’  nests  under  the  eaves. 
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Cleansing  of  Persons 

During  the  year  eight  cases  of  head-lice  received  treatment 

at  the  Council's  Clinic. 

The  number  of  treatments  totalled  thirteen.  Uethane  Oil  and 
a hair  cream  containing  D.D.T.  are  used  against  head-lice. 

No  cases  of  Scabies  were  reported  during  the  year. 

Moveable  Dwellings — Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds 

Five  areas  within  the  Urban  District  covering  parts  of  Nork, 
Tattenhams,  Tadworth,  Banstead  and  Woodmansterne  are  pro- 
j hibited  areas  in  respect  of  moveable  dwellings,  under  the 
I provisions  of  Section  57  of  the  Surrey  County  Council  Act,  1931. 

Action  by  the  Council  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning 
I Act  1947  was  taken  in  respect  of  136  caravans  situated  on  9 sites 
! in  the  district.  The  two  largest  sites  contained  45  and  50  caravans. 

Enforcement  Notices  were  served  upon  the  Owners  of  the  land 
and  upon  each  caravan  occupier,  under  Section  23  of  the  Act,  in 
respect  of  development  having  been  carried  out  without  grant  of 

permission. 

Appeals  were  entered  against  the  Notices  by  the  Owners  of 
two  sites,  but  although  the  Owners  did  not  eventually  proceed 
with  the  appeals,  the  effect  was  to  delay  considerably  the  move- 
ment of  caravans  from  the  sites.  Information  accompanied  the 
Notices  as  to  the  availability  of  accommodation  at  a newly 
authorised  caravan  site  in  the  District. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  49  caravans  remained  on  the  unauthorised 
sites,  44  had  moved  to  the  authorised  caravan  site  and  43  had 
moved  to  sites  outside  the  district. 

The  lack  of  adequate  water  supply,  sanitary  services  and  roads 
and  pathways  at  the  unauthorised  sites  gave  rise  to  very  unsatis- 
factory conditions,  particularly  at  the  larger  sites.  There  is  no 
idoubt  that  the  action  taken  by  the  Council  has  considerably 
limproved  public  health  control  of  caravans  in  the  Urban  District. 

The  authorised  site  is  operated  by  a private  owner,  who  is 
under  agreement  with  the  Council  to  provide  essential  sanitary 
services  and  amenities.  The  majority  of  these  caravans  are 
iaccupied  for  housing  purposes  because  of  the  housing  shortage. 
With  continued  improvement  in  the  housing  situation  it  can  be 
anticipated  that  the  number  of  caravans  occupied  for  ‘ ‘ permanent 
lousing  " will  diminish.  * 

Dffensive  Trades 

There  are  no  trades  of  this  type  in  the  Urban  District. 
Complaints 

The  complaints  received  number  657.  They  related  to  a wide 
variety  of  subjects. 
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Massage  Establishments 

The  provisions  of  Part  IV  of  the  Surrey  County  Council  Act, 
1931,  relating  to  the  registration  and  management  of  Massage 
Establishments,  are  in  operation  in  the  Urban  District. 

Six  such  establishments  are  situate  within  the  Urban  District. 

Factories 

The  majority  of  the  factories  in  the  district  are  small  in  size. 
They  include  builders’  premises,  boot  repairers,  the  manufacture 
of  food,  motor  repairs,  bakehouses  and  laundries.  There  is  one 
large  factory  situated  in  Uower  Kingswood. 

A small  amount  of  homework  is  carried  on  in  the  district, 
such  outworkers  being  employed  in  the  making  of  wearing  apparel, 
boxes,  and  artificial  flowers  for  firms  in  the  London  area. 

A Certificate  of  Adequate  Means  of  Escape  in  Case  of  Fire 
was  issued  in  respect  of  one  factory.

112  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  the  detailed 
results  of  the  examinations  are  set  out  in  the  Table  on  page  21. 
These  were  generally  very  satisfactory. 

29  samples  of  raw  milk  from  bulk  supplies  of  farms  were 
examined  biologically  for  tubercle  bacilli  and  one  of  the  samples, 
an  “ Accredited  ” milk,  gave  positive  results.  The  milk  supply  of 
this  farm  was  subjected  to  heat  treatment  and  it  was  not  necessary 
to  serve  any  notice  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949. 
Following  investigation  by  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer,  a 
further  positive  sample  was  obtained  from  the  group  of  8 cows, 
but  before  this  result  was  known,  one  of  the  cows  was  removed 
by  the  farmer  to  a knackers’  yard  following  death  from  accidental 
injury.  Further  samples  from  the  remaining  seven  cows  of  the 
group  proved  to  be  negative. 

The  number  of  samples  taken  for  biological  examination  was 
low  by  reason  of  the  incidence  of  Foot  & Mouth  Disease. 

The  Urban  District  is  within  the  London  area  for  the  purposes 
of  The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  Order,  1951, 
which  operated  as  from  October  1st.

Examination  followed  upon  complaint  by  consumer  of  pieces 
of  glass  in  the  article. 

Numerous  “ crystals  ” resembling  glass  splinters  extending 
throughout  the  Spread  from  the  top  to  two-fifths  down  were  found. 
They  varied  in  size  from  pinhead  to  large  jagged  lumps  nearly 
1 in.  long. 

Analysis  shewed  the  “ crystals  ” to  be  those  of  ordinary  sugar. 

It  was  considered  that  the  article  in  this  condition  was  not 
suitable  for  human  consumption  as  the  sharp  jagged  edges  of  many 
of  the  “ crystals  ” could  cause  damage  to  the  mouth  and  tongue.

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The  total  number  of  cases  notified  in  1952  was  210,  compared 
with  1,042  in  1951.  Except  for  a high  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever 
during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  the  general  incidence  of  infectious 
diseases  was  low. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Seventy-four  cases  were  notified,  an  increase 
of  fifty-two  cases.  The  case  rate  was  2.2  per  1,000  of  population 
compared  with  1.53  per  1,000  of  population  for  England  and  Wales. 
The  disease  was  generally  mild.  There  was  no  death.  A series 
of  outbreaks  occurred  in  schools.  Once  introduced,  streptococcal 
infections  are  difficult  to  eradicate  from  crowded  classrooms.  The 
mildness  of  the  initial  symptoms  and  the  transient  nature  of  the 
rash  sometimes  led  to  delay  in  isolation.  Regular  inspection  of 
the  children  and  the  exclusion  of  suspected  cases  and  carriers 
reduced  the  incidence  of  infection. 

Diphtheria.  No  case  was  notified.  The  Urban  District  has 
been  free  from  Diphtheria  for  seven  years.  The  continuance  of 
this  freedom  is  conditional  on  a high  level  of  immunisation  being 
achieved.  Diphtheria  has  not  been  eliminated. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin.  It  is  still  necessary  to  emphasize 
the  importance  of  the  early  diagnosis  of  diphtheria  and  of  early 
treatment  with  antitoxin  as  the  principal  safeguards  against 
mortality.  Antitoxin  should  be  administered  on  suspicion  of 
infection,  and  while  awaiting  bacteriological  confirmation  of 
diagnosis.  Otherwise,  suspected  cases  should  be  admitted  to 
hospital  for  observation. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation.  The  effectiveness  of  immuni- 
sation as  a defence  against  Diphtheria  has  been  established.  The 
success  of  the  national  campaign  is  not  complete.  There  is  still  a 
residual  incidence  and  mortality  which  demands  further  effort. 
The  fear  of  Diphtheria  which  gave  a primary  impetus  to  the  cam- 
paign has  now  declined  and  there  is  a tendency  to  defer  immuni- 
sation. This  attitude  is  likely  to  leave  open  to  attack  a large 
number  of  babies  and  infants  who  are  highly  susceptible  to 
infection.  Several  sharp  outbreaks  among  unimmunised  children 
have  been  reported  in  recent  years  in  other  parts  of  the  country. 
All  mothers  should  make  arrangements  for  the  immunisation  of 
their  babies  at  the  age  of  9 months,  and  they  should  take  care  that 
immunisation  is  completed  before  the  first  birthday.  Infants 
should  be  reinforced  before  they  enter  nursery  school  or  day  school 
and  school  children  should  be  reinforced  again  at  the  age  of  8 to 
9 years.  Application  for  Immunisation  should  be  made  to  the  family 
doctor  or  to  the  nearest  Child  Welfare  Clinic  or  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  The  Public  Health  Department,  Chipstead  Road, 
Banstead. 

In  1952,  the  number  of  children  immunised  was  361,  of  these 
283  were  under  five  years  of  age,  and  78  were  over  five  years  of 
age.  186  children  were  immunised  at  the  age  of  one  year,  which 
represents  50  per  cent,  of  the  children  born  in  1951.  492  children 

received  reinforcing  injections.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the 
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estimated  number  of  children  immunised  against  Diphtheria  was 
4,156,  representing  approximately  59.00  per  cent,  of  the  child 
population.  Of  these,  1,050  were  children  under  five  years  of  age, 
a percentage  of  43.82  and  3,106  were  between  five  and  fifteen  years 
of  age,  67.71  per  cent,  of  the  children  of  this  age  group. 

Vaccination.  Infant  vaccination  provides  a basic  immunity 
against  smallpox.  Experience  has  shown  the  advantage  of  this 
early  preparation  of  a population  in  reducing  the  dangers  of  mor- 
tality and  in  rendering  reinforcement  of  vaccination  in  later  years 
less  reactive.  The  increasing  speed  of  travel  and  the  consequent 
danger  of  outbreaks  of  smallpox,  arising  as  they  often  do  with 
dramatic  suddenness,  makes  vaccination  essential  to  our  safety 
from  this  disease.  Vaccination  is  voluntary  and  free  of  charge. 
The  best  time  for  infant  vaccination  is  from  three  to  six  months 
of  age.  During  1952,  198  babies  under  one  year  were  vaccinated,  53 
per  cent,  of  the  age  group,  which  compares  with  61  per  cent,  in  1951 . 

Vaccination  can  be  arranged  directly  with  the  family  doctor 
or  by  application  to  the  nearest  Child  Welfare  Centre,  or  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  The  Public  Health  Department, 
Chipstead  Road,  Banstead.

Measles.  83  cases  were  notified  in  1952  compared  with  659 
cases  in  1951.  The  disease  was  quiescent  during  the  first  half  of 
the  year,  but  later  tended  to  rise  in  incidence.  The  case  rate  was 
2.46  per  1 ,000  of  population  compared  with  8.86  per  1 ,000  of  popu- 
lation for  England  and  Wales.  There  was  no  death.  The  monthly

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Measles  is  often  spread  through  failure  to  recognise  the  early 
catarrhal  phase  which  is  present  for  four  days  before  the  rash 
appears.  Children  who  are  out  of  sorts,  disinclined  for  food  or 
play  and  who  show  catarrh  of  the  eyes,  throat  or  nose,  should  not 
be  allowed  to  go  to  school,  or  play  in  the  streets,  or  go  to  the  cinema. 
They  should  be  isolated  and  observed  until  medical  advice  is 
obtained. 

Careful  nursing  and  careful  convalescence  of  all  cases  of  measles 
| are  necessary  in  order  to  avoid  complications.  Health  Visitors 

| are  informed  of  notified  cases  so  that  they  may  give  advice  and 

| help  where  necessary.

Whooping  Cough.  24  cases  were  notified  in  1952,  compared 

with  282  cases  in  1951.  The  case  rate  was  0.71  per  1,000  of  popu- 

lation, compared  with  2.61  per  1,000  of  population  for  England 
! and  Wales.  There  was  no  death.

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Whooping  Cough  must  always  be  regarded  as  a serious  infection 
in  babies  and  infants.  Every  effort  should  be  made  to  protect 
them.  Infection  is  frequently  brought  into  the  home  by  the  school 
I child.  Continued  cough  should  be  treated  with  suspicion.  The 
! initial  cough  of  whooping  cough  may  last  for  seven  to  fourteen 
I days  before  the  characteristic  “ whoop  ” develops.  It  is  in  this 
j early  phase  that  the  drug  Chloromycetin  can  be  helpful  in  aborting 
(the  disease  and  reducing  infectivity.  Improved  vaccines  which 
|can  prevent  or  modify  the  illness  are  now  available. 


Whooping  Cough  Immunisation.  A County  scheme  for  the 
immunisation  of  children  under  five  years  was  introduced  on  8th 
I August,  1952.  In  1952,  63  children  received  immunising  injections. 
The  vaccine  used  is  suspended  Whooping  Cough  Vaccine.  H. 
Pertussis  20,000  million  per  c.c.  Three  injections  of  1 c.c.  are 
given  at  monthly  intervals.  The  service  is  available  free  of  charge 
through  the  family  doctor  or  on  application  to  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 
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Meningococcal  Infections.  No  case  was  notified. 

Poliomyelitis.  Three  cases  were  notified  in  1952,  compared 
with  five  cases  in  1951.  There  was  one  death  from  Polioencepha- 
litis. One  case  was  non-paralytic,  and  one  recovered  after  mild 
paralysis.  The  case  rate  was  0.09  per  1,000  of  population,  the  same 
as  for  England  and  Wales. 

Poliomyelitis  is  a virus  infection  and  is  spread  by  spray  from 
the  secretions  of  the  throat  and  nose.  The  infection  is  also 
present  in  the  bowel.  The  illness  often  begins  like  a mild  attack 
of  influenza  followed  by  remission  of  symptoms  for  a few  hours  or 
days  before  the  true  meningeal  phase  develops  with  pain  in  the  neck, 
headache  and  a rise  of  temperature.  Some  cases  may  only 
experience  the  preliminary  indisposition,  recover  and  remain 
undetected.  Therefore  it  is  important  to  appreciate  the  possible 
significance  of  minor  illness  during  the  season  of  prevalence  of 
Poliomyelitis,  particularly  in  children  or  young  adults.  Rest  at 
home,  preferably  in  bed,  will  reduce  the  possibility  of  paralysis 
and  limit  the  spread  of  infection.  Any  minor  indisposition  which 
is  followed  by  relapse  should  arouse  suspicition  of  Poliomyelitis. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.  No  case  was  notified  during  1952. 
The  case  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  17.87  per  1 ,000  total  births. 

The  definition  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  was  revised  under  the 
Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations,  1951,  to  mean  “ any  febrile  con- 
dition occurring  in  a woman  in  whom  a temperature  of  100.4° 
Fahrenheit  (38°  Centigrade)  or  more  has  occurred  within  fourteen 
days  after  childbirth  or  miscarriage.’ ’ Notification  of  Puerperal 
Pyrexia  is  of  primary  importance  in  the  prevention  of  maternal 
mortality.  Medical  Practitioners  should  make  the  fullest  use  of 
the  consultant,  bacteriological,  and  hospital  sendees,  and  secure 
the  immediate  and  effective  isolation  of  any  case  occurring  in  a 
nursing  home. 

Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid  Fever.  No  case  was  notified. 

Dysentery.  Three  cases  were  notified.  One  was  of  the 
Flexner  type  and  contracted  abroad.  Two  were  of  the  Sonne 
type. 
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Food  Poisoning.  Three  cases  were  notified.  In  two  cases 
j infection  was  contracted  outside  the  Urban  District.  In  one,  the 
source  of  infection  was  attributed  to  sardines,  but  this  was  not 


confirmed.

i The  danger  of  food  poisoning  must  be  borne  in  mind  by  all  who  are 
! engaged  in  the  handling  of  food.  The  Byelaws  require  every 
j person  who  handles,  wraps,  or  delivers  food  to  observe  cleanliness, 
and  to  protect  food  from  sources  of  contamination.  The  thorough 
i washing  of  hands  after  the  use  of  the  W.C.  is  the  most  important 
.protective  measure  against  transmission  of  dangerous  intestinal 
! infections.  Workers  in  the  food  trade  who  suffer  from  mild 
'transient  attacks  of  gastro-enteritis  should  seek  medical  advice  to 
j ensure  by  bacteriological  examination  that  they  are  not  carriers  of 
intestinal  infection.  This  simple  precaution  would  greatly  reduce 
the  risks  of  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning. 


Pneumonia.  Of  thirteen  deaths  from  Pneumonia  one  was 
notified  before  death.  The  total  number  of  notified  cases  was 
itwenty.

TUBERCULOSIS 


On  31st  December,  1952,  there  were  on  the  register  248  cases 
! of  Tuberculosis,  of  which  210  were  pulmonary  and  38  non-pulmonary. 

Thirty-eight  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
in  1952,  compared  with  twenty-three  cases  notified  in  1951.  These 
notifications  included  twelve  from  Institutions  which  were  formerly 
transferable  to  the  districts  of  origin  of  the  patients.  Two  new 
cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified,  compared  with 
three  cases  in  1951.
